INSPECTION.  The  usual  systematic  inspection  of  both  Foreign  and  Coastwise 

Vessels  has  been  carried  out  with  regard  to  Sickness,  Water  Supply, 
Ventilation,  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Crews’  quarters,  and  the 
presence  of  Rats.  No  cases  of  serious  illness  were  detected,  and  no 
cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  during  the  year. 


A few  minor  defects  w'ere  found  on  inspection  in  certain  of  the 
Coastwise  Vessels,  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Master  was  drawn  with 
subsequent  improvement.

Section  III. — Character  of  Shipping  and  Trade  during  the  year: 

Passenger  Traffic — Nil. 

Cargo  Traffic — Principal  Imports:  Wood  Pulp,  Pig  Iron,  Timber,  Steel  Sheets,  Potash,  Scrap  Iron, 
Potatoes,  Oyster  Shells.

Precautions  were  taken  against  contamination  of  hydrants  and  hosepipes. 

There  are  no  Water  Boats  in  the  area  of  this  Authority. 

Section  VI.~ Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations,  i952.  The  following  arrangements  have  been  made: — 

The  Declaration  of  Health  is  filled  in  and  signed  by  the  Master; 

Mooring  Stations — (1)  Outside  Mostyn  Deep; 

(2)  Rhyl  roadstead  off  the  parade  between  the  Pier  and  the  east  bank  of 
Rh  er  Clwyd; 

(a)  Hospital  accommodation  for  Infectious  Diseases  other  than  Smallpox:  Arrangements  are 

made  with  the  Clwyd  & Deeside  Hospital  Management  Board; 

(b)  Follow  up  of  contacts  would  be  dealt  with  by  Medical  Officer  of  Health; 

(c)  The  Sanitary  Inspector  would  be  responsible  for  disinfection  of  ship  on  which  a case  of 

Infectious  Disease  occurs. 

Section  VII. — Smallpox:  Cases  of  Smallpox  from  the  Port  of  Chester  will  be  treated  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  New  Ferry,  Cheshire. 

Ambulance:  Cases  of  Smallpox  will  be  transferred  to  hospital  by  the  Cheshire  County 
Ambulance  Service.  Steps  will  be  taken  to  ensure  that  the  ambulance  crews  have 
been  recently  va-cinated.

Facilities  for  Laboratory  Diagnosis  of  Smallpox:  Prof.  Downic,  Liverpool  School  of 
Hygiene. 

Section  VIll. — Venereal  Diseases:  Diagnosis  and  Treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  amongst  Merchant 
Seamen  would  be  carried  out  at  Chester  Royal  Infirmary. 

Section  IX.  — No  cases  of  Notifiable  or  other  Infectious  Diseases  occurred  on  any  of  the  ships  entering 
the  Port  during  the  year. 


Section  X. — No  cases  of  Malaria  occurred  on  board  any  of  the  ships  entering  the  Port  during  the  year. 


Section  XI  . — No  ship  entered  the  Port  with  suspected  Plague  on  board. 


Section  XII. — The  Sanitary  Inspector  reported  that,  no  Rats  were  found  on  any  ships,  foreign  or 
coastwise.  All  ships  inspected  carried  current  deratization  certificates. 

Bacteriological  and  pathological  examination  of  Rats  would  be  carried  out  at  the  Liver- 
pool School  of  Hygiene. 

Section  XIII. — During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspector  examined  96  ships  for  nuisances.  18  were 

found  to  have  minor  sanitary  defects  and  these  were  remedied  after  they  had  been 

brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Master. 

No  Statutory  Notices  were  served  during  the  year. 

Section  XIV. — Shell  Fish:  Certain  of  the  beds  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Authority  are  liable  to 
polution.  Inspections  are  made  to  prevent  the  sale  of  Cockles  from  these  beds  to  the 
public. 

Section  XV. — Does  not  apply. 

Section  XVI. — Arrangements  would  be  made  with  the  local  Health  Authority  in  whose  area  the  ship 

is  to  berth  for  the  burial  on  shore  of  persons  who  have  died  on  board  ship  from  in- 

fectious disease.
